$1,000,000.

SITOATION AT MANILA 


Practically Unchanged Since Stirring 


Events of Tuesday NigUt, 


Thirty Filipinos Found Dead 


After the Skirmish, 


American Troops In Good Spirits and Rather 


Enjoy Their Expirience. 


Manila. Feb. 9.—11 a. m.—Th« Filipinos 


at Caloocan opened fire last evening: just 
before midnight upon the Kansas out- 
posts, on the extreme left of the Ameri- 
can line. 


They maintained a fubilade of musket- 


ry, supplemented by an occasional shot 
from two big guns, for about 20 minutes. 


The Americans did not reply. The 


enemy fired at long range and nobody 
was hurt. 
/ 


All was quiet along the rest of the line, 


and there was no change in the Ameri- 
can position during the night 


The First Wyoming .Infantry relieved 


the Twenty-third infantry at the water- 
works yesterday, the latter returning to 
provost guard duty In the city, which/is 
gradually resuming its normal appear- 
ance. 


Tuesday evening, as the Filipinos at 


Caloocan were evidently massing for a 
night attack upon the American left 
wing, companies B, C, and I of the 
Twentieth Kansas Infantry were or- 
dered to attack and drive the sharp- 
shooters from a bamboo jungle in front 
of the firing line, where they had caused 
considerable annoyance all the after- 
noon. 
The battalion charged brilliant' 


ly, driving the enemy like chaff, and 
penetrating to the very heart of Cal- 
oocan. 
j 


First Lieutenant A. C. Alford, as pre- 


viously cabled, was killed while leading: 
his company. He was shot in the fore- 
head. 
Sergeant Jay Sheldon, company 


I, was seriously wounded. 
Privates 


Hewitt, Fritz, Gillilan and two others, 
members of company B, were slightly 
wounded. 


Thirty dead Filipinos were counted 


in the brush, and there were many more 
wounded. 
The gunboats Concord and 


Callao kept up an incessant fire from 
the bay, the Concord dropping many 
shells in the town with telling effect. 
In oider to avoid accidents from this 
source, General Otis was. compelled to 
recall the Kansas battalion, after burn- 
Ing the outskirts of the town. Either 
the shells of the American warships or 
the natives themselves set fire to some 
buildings. 
Presumably this was the 


result of the shelling 
No further at- 


tempt to attack diuws * the .night ~vyas 
made by either side. 
v 


The Spanish papers generally com- 


ment in favorable terms upon the ad- 
mirable order maintained In Manila, 
The Union Iberica gays: 
We are sat- 


isfied that the Americans, who are for 
the great part volunteers, fought coolly 
anrt with perfect discipline, though with- 
out entrenchments, --at the various 
points defended and demonstrated the 
spirits which animates them. The Fil- 
ipinos, who are accustomed to fight in 
trenches and with guerrilla methods, 
also fought bravely, but with less pre- 
cision and regularity. 


The situation today is practically un- 


changed. 
The American line has not 


been appreciably extended, 
and the 


troops generally are taking a much- 
needed rest. 
Reconnaisances show 


that the Filipinos are in force in the 
villages of Paslg and Paranaque—prob- 
ably 7000 men in the latter place, within 
strong fortifications. All is quiet along 
the line when this dispatch i» filed. 


Tuesday the IT tabs dropped shells into 


the villages across the river. The na- 
tives disappeared among the bills, the 
main body retiring to the right and the 
others scattering. 
Subsequently the 


Americans reconnoitered and found the 
village of San Pedro completely de- 
serted. 


They did not burn It, and yesterday 


the villagers returned in small parties, 
bearing bamboos, to which white rags 
were fastened. They kept, however, out 
of range Later signal fires were lighted 
along the ridge on the other side of the 
valley. 


The American troops are m excellent 


spirits and appear to regard their ex- 
periences as a picnic rather than a stern 
reality. One burly Coloradoan, who was 
discussing the capture of the water- 
works, said it reminded him of a rabbit 
drive on the Colorado plains. 


General 
OversWne's brigade, 
the 


Fourth cavalry, Fourteenth infantry and 
the First North Dakota infantry, on the 
right, did some reconnoiterlng yester- 
day, 
but otherwise has been taking mat- 


ters easily. The First Washington In- 
fantry, the Farst Idaho Infantry and the 
North Dakotas are strung out from 
blockhouse 11 to the old Spanish trenches 
southwest of Malate fort, where the 
Four'oenth infantry ta quartered. 


A few native houses, from which shots 


have been fired, were burned; but most 
of the others are either vacant or marked 
with white flags. 


The enemy is obviously concentrated 


at Faranaque. General King's brigade, 
which includes the First California in- 
fantry. First Idaho ftifantry. First 
Wyoming Infantry and First infantry, 
has been compelled to destroy the village 
of San Pedro Macate, as the natives, 
moving from house to house, flred from 
the windows u the Americans ad- 
vanced. The Fourth cavalry has hugely 
enjoyed foraging tor food. All that 1» 
left of Paco and Santa Ana is occupied 
by the Californian*. 


The provost guard IB In absolute con- 


trol of Manila. All fears of a native up- 
rising la the dtr ware dispelled by the 
promptitude which quelled tht outbreak 
on Monday creator. The streets wire 
dmrted -Tuesday •win* by I o'clock, 
and not a llcM WM to be seen to tht 
native aitarter.

All is quiet at Cavite. Owing to the 


lack of supplies in the adjacent village 
of San Roque, Commissary Mllllken has 
been authorized to Bell necessaries to 
those able to pay for them, and there 
will be a distribution of free rations to 
Otheis. The rebels, it appears, had 
loopholed a church tower in Cavite, evi- 
dently u ith the purpose of occupying it 
with sharpshooters. 


Senor Aguillos, the Filipino ex-corn 


mlssioner, made an unofficial visit to 
General Otis yesterday. Today is the 
first day of the Chinese new year, and 
orders have been issued'prohibiting fire- 
works. Pumping at the waterworks hat 
been resumed 


General Kale's brigade, consisting of 


the First South Bakoca Infantry, i'lrai 
Colorado Infantry and First Nebraska 
infantry, supported by a battery of the 
Utah light artillery, occupies the most 
advanced post in the American line, 10 
miles from the base of supplies. It hag 
an almost perfect position Four guns 
of the Utah artillery stationed on a hill 
behind the waterworks command the 
valley to the right and left and the foot 
halls in front. 


Two companies of the Colorados sup- 


port the Twenty-third infantry, which 
l» encamped near the waterworks; while 
the Kebraskans are encamped at tne 
reservoir, three miles to the rear. Out- 
posts line the ridge overlooking the val- 
ley, 
while a sandbag entrenchment with 


gun epaulements fronts the river. 


FRANCE OtVVT STOP. 


England. Will Not Allow Her to Force 
Extension of Her Chinese Settlement. 


Vancouver, B. C., Feb. 9—A Pekin 


dispatch states that the British gov- 
ernment has advised the Chinese gov- 
ernment not to concede the extnesion 
of the French settlement at Shanghai 
under 
the 
circumstances, 
adding* 


"Great Britain will assist China to op- 
pose any pressure and resist any 
threats France may exercise." 


Hail advices say that Chinese rebels 


recently raided Kuei-Fu and seized and 
drowned several hundred children un- 
der the care of Roman Catholics. 


THE HEBF INQUIRY. 


President Order* It Today and Names 
the Court Personnel. 


Washington, Feb. 9—The president 


has appointed a court of inquiry to ex- 
amine into the charges touching the 
meat furnished the American army 
during the war with Spain and other 
matters involved in the charges made 
by General Miles against the adminis- 
tration of war affairs. The court con- 
sists of Major General Wade, Colonel 
George W. Davis, Ninth infantry and 
Colonel Gillespie, corps engineers now 
stationed at New York. 


The Fan 'f 2.gonclUo. 


Montreal, Feb. 9.—Juan Luna and an- 


other unknown Filipino arrived here 
yepterday. 
Luna said that he had 


simply -come to -"isit bis friend Ag- 
onclllo, and refused to talk further. Ag* 
concillo intimated that they were in a 
position to prove that General Otis had 
been ordered to bring on a conflict so 
as to force the peace treaty through the 
senate. 
He said he was being kept 


pretty well posted on whatever was be- 
ing done against his country. Agoncillo 
said further that since war bad been de- 
clared it would never be stopped till the 
Amencans made overtures for peace. 
They would be willing, however, to have 
a mutual conference. 
The principal 


reason why they opposed American rule 
was that from what they had seen up 
to now of the American soldiers the 
Filipinos would simply be slaves. He 
said he had sent six telegrams to Wash- 
ington, and had not yet received a 
single reply. 


Got 834,500 Damage*. 


New York, Feb. 9.—A verdict of $24,500 


was returned jesterday in a suit for 
$75,000 damages brought by Walter E. 
Edgerly against the Long Island Rail- 
road company for the loss of both legs. 
On Oct. 3d. 1897, Edgerly and1 Ensign Mc- 
Fariand rode a tandem bicycle across the 
company's tracks on Atlantic avenue. 
There was no tram in sight when they 
started across the tracks. As they left 
the tracks the flagman lowered the gates, 
pinning the bjcycle down fast to the 
ground and hurling Edgerly back on the 
rails. An engine came along and passed 
over his legs. McFarland was unhurt.

JACK AND HIS WILL. 


ft Special Act of the nrlt!»n Parlia- 


ment Amiug-en That Mutter. 


Jack has the prond distinction of 


6aving had an act of parliament passed 
for the express purpose of deciding the 
way in which he urnst make his will. 
so that while all other Britons are 
lumped together in this matter under 
the wills act of 1838 sailors' testament- 
ary documents are made under the 
naval wills act of 1SG6. The most im- 
portant proviso of this act is that all 
wihs made by sailors or marines must 
be witnessed and attested by the chap- 
lain or sonia other officer if they are 
actually made on board ship, and this 
is somewhat curious. 


If a sailor likes to make his will on 


shore, any one can witness it for him, 
but on board ship the case is different. 
Heedless to say they almost all to a 
man choose the latter course, as they 
know that things will be straighter for 
bearing an officer's signature. If, bow- 
ever, supposing that the vessel was in 
action and a man was to be struck 
down who had not previously made a 
will, if he had to do so before he died. 
even if it were not attested by an offi- 
cer, the admiralty has full power to 
act on the merits of the case and to dis- 
pense with that or any other formality 
that it was impossible to comply with 
Another thing— a sailor shares with a 
aolclier the privilege of when on active 
service being the only man who can 
dispense with a writtenjwili and make 
a verbal one. 


In former times any one could make 


his will verbally if he so desired, 
but this, as may be supposed, opened 
the door to no end of fraud, and it was 
consequently repealed in the 1838 act. 
except in the case mentioned above. 
On the night before a ship or a regi- 
ment goes into action there is no more 
pathetic sight than to see the men, 
young and old, laboriously writing their 
wills in case tomorrow should be their 
last day in this world, and what witi. 
witnessing wills and making 'them on 
the forms issued by the authorities for 
those who cannot write — and this class 
has now almost entirely disappeared 
from both the navy and the army — the 
officers have a very busy time. — Lon- 
don Golden Penny. "

General Leonard Wood brought out 
eome very interesting facts about tho 


i boyhood and antecedents of the present 


governor of Santiago. 


| 
That good soldier, so much in tho 


i public eye of late, is tho eldest son of 


the late Dr. C. J. Wood and Caroline 
E. Wood (nee linger) of Weston, Mass. 
He was raised in Wenaumet village, 
town of Bourne, Cape Cod, and his fa- 
ther's house—n square, seraicolonial 
structure of about the style of 1812, 
still stands on its broad backed hill 
overlooking the waters of Buzzard's bay 
and its numerous islands and rugged 
headlands, from the bead of the bay, 
where Joe Jefferson's Eagle's Nest 
shows with its Dutch windmill, through 
the pines to Gray Gables, south tc 
Wood's Holl and the broader waters of 
Martha's Vineyard sound. 


"Yes," Mrs. Wood said in response 


to the reporter's congratulations on the 
place her son had won in the good will 
of the American people. "Leonard is 
my boy, and I am very proud of him. 
The boy never gave me any trouble, 
and the man is a great comiort to me. 
No, I can't say there was anything re- 
markable about bis boyhood. He always 
was a thoughtful boy and always busy 
about something, was a great reader of 
all sorts of books, novels included, and 
was never sick. 


"•When his father died be went to 


Cambridge Medical college. He always 
said from the start that he was going to 
be a sailor or a doctor, and he is very 
fond of the water. When he graduated 
he practiced a year or so in Boston and 
then got an appointment in the army 
(bis father was a surgeon in the civil 
war, yon know) and went west. 
There 


he was in the Indian wars (Sioux- 
Apache). He went very much among 
the Indians in peace as a surgeon and 
always said he was never afraid of them 
—he could trust them. He was with 
General Lawton when he followed Chief 
Geronimo and was one of the few that 
held through until the capture. He said 
the heat on the march was so great that 
in the canyons they stripped to their 
underclothes, and so moved on." 


"Yes, J knew Len Wood when we 


were boys together at the old Beach 
echoolhonse years ago."said a broad 
shouldered carpenter.

fblnka Flllpfaos Should Be Given a 


Severe Leyion at Once—Apprehends) 
No Danger to the City—Smyu Gener- 
al Otia Una Ample Force to Care 
For the Town—How Filipinos Fight. 


Major General Merritt, who com- 


manded the American army at Manila 
for a time, is staying at the Waldorf- 
Astoria hotel in New York city. He is 
probably better posted than any man 
now in the United States npon the real 
conditions in the Philippines, and hia 
observations upon these conditions are 
of a correspondingly great value. Gen- 
eral Merritt was seen at the hotel the 
other afternoon. He was in his private 
parlor, and all about him were the 
morning papers telling of the fighting 
at Manila. He had carefully scanned 
oil tho reports and was anxiously await- 
ing complete details. He regarded the 
present situation in the islands as of 
very pressing moment to the United 
States and readily consented to discnsa 
it, and this is what be said, referring 
as he talked to a map which he sketched 
for illustration's sake: 


"The disturbances now going on in 


the Philippine Islands are largely the 
result of the passive policy heretofore 
pursued by the United States toward 
the Filipinos. Our tactics toward them 
have been those of diplomacy, and our 
actions with regard to them have been 
such as a very retiring person would 
have used in his treatment of another 
whom lie did not wish to offend or an- 
noy. 
This manner of dealing with these 


islanders hat given them the idea that 
we are afraid of them, and, imbued 
•with this idea, they have become ag- 
gressive. The present uprising is not 
surprising to me. I am indeed only sur- 
prised that it has not taken place be- 
fore. It is one of the strange results of 
treating with kindness and considera- 
tion a people unused to anything but 
tyranny and oppression. 


"The decided aggressiveness of the 


Filipinos at the present time is a'so 
partly a result of their experiences with 
the Spanish soldiers just before the 
United States army fook possession of 
Manila. Tho Spaniards had breastworks 
all around the city, blockhouses being 
stationed at frequent intervals. Not far 
beyond these lines the islanders were 
intrenched. A number of 'salients,' as 
shown by the map, had been thrown 
out from the Spanish lines. The Fili- 
pinos forced the Spanish from these 
'salients' and compelled their retire- 
ment behind earthworks four miles 
nearer the city, the former position 
having been seven miles from Manila. 


"The islanders fought very peculiar- 


ly. They were without discipline, the 
captains—as a rule not knowing how 
many men they had in their respective 
companies. The men would place their 
rifles on top of their breastworks and 
fire away, at tr»e same time ducking 
their heads so aa to preclude the possi- 
bility of taking aim. The Spaniards 
were also demoralized, however, and did 
not meet these spasmodic assaults in a 
systematic manner. This feebleness of 
action on the part of the Spanish troops 
is responsible for a large part of the 
present self confidence of the^ Filipinos. 


"When the Americans took possession 


of the city, the islanders, having forced 
the Spanish troops to retire, felt tnat it 
was a matter of a short time before the 
control of the city and country 'would 
be surrendered to them. They, there- 
fore, retired without reluctance to their 
old position seven miles from the city, 
and the American troops took possession 
of the blockhouses and intrenchments 
near the city. Now that the islanders 
are coming to realize that they ate not 
to be placed in immediate control of the 
country, they feel that they will be able 
to treat us just as they did the Span- 
iards." 


When General Merritt had finished 


this more historical part of his state- 
ment, be got tip from bis chair and walk- 
ed''!^ floor as he talked. He spoke with 
great animation and seemed to feel 
deeply every word he said. He contin- 
ued: "There is no doubt in my mind 
that the army of the islanders at pres- 
ent around Manila can be beaten back 
in a very short time. Unless conditions 
have very materially changed since I 
left there, I would be willing to con- 
tract at 6 o'clock in the morning to give 
that army a good thrashing before noon. 


"When I left Manila the insurgents 


had redoubts all aiound the city. Their 
lines even went between the city and 
tha bay where the navy is stationed. 
Onr array had not anticipated any se'i- 
ous trouble and had made no elaborate 
preparations for defense against these 
works. I do not apprehend, however, 
that this will be the source of any ad- 
ditional trouble to our army. The size 
of the insurgent army has been various- 
ly estimated as numbering from 12,000 
to 80,000 men. Personally, I do not 
think their entire fighting force amounts 
to more than 15,000. They are bold 
fighters, baving more grit and endur- 
ance than the Spaniards. 
They are 


armed with the latest fashion of Mauser 
rifles. They fight, however, just like 
most savages, in haphazard fashion and 
are easily routed when the odds appear 


surunce that we are afraid of them. 


"We must deal with the Filipinos 


with a strong hand. We must make a 
great exhibition of strength and let 
them know absolutely that if they do 
not behave themselves they will be the 
sufferers. We can assure them of our 
pacific intentions, but they must learn 
beyond question that the United Stated 
is going to carry ont her policy, no 
matter what the islanders may think of 
it. If the Filipinos do not yield at first, 
we must not fight them in the slipshod 
way in which the Spaniards sought to 
subdue them. We must go at the mat- 
ter sytematically and whip them so 
soundly that they will make no further 
question of the ability of the United 
States to do what she pleases. A power- 
ful move of this nature will do more 
than anything else, I think, to pacify 
the islands permanently. A decisive 
move at Manila will have a great moral 
influence all over the island of Luzon, 
and once having settled matters in Lu- 
zon there will be no great difficulty 
about the other islands. 


"We should make the Filipinos no 


promises unfcil our policy has been 
definitely determined upon. It will do 
no harm to assure them that our gov- 
ernment will be more generous to them 
than Spain has been. But they mxist 
not be allowed to think for one instant 
that they have bullied us into doing 
anything whatever. They will miscon- 
strue everything of this kind we may 
do. We can simply assure them that we 
intend to do what is best for them and 
then let them understand that they will 
have to depend upon the good faith of 
the United States to carry out its prom- 
ises. 


"While I was in command of the 


army at Manila I made no promises 
whatever to these people or their lead- 
ers. I did not even intimate to them 
the occasions upon which the American 
army contemplated an attack upon the 
Spanish forces. This they took to be a 
great grievance, as they apparently 
wanted to share in the glory of win- 
ning the battles. My knowledge of 
them, however, did not lead me to 
think it wise to put any dependence 
upon them. These people are just like 
all orientals. A great deal of show and 
tinsel awes and overwhelms them. I 
have been told in all parts of the world 
by persons who have etndied the char- 
acter of these people that this is the 
only way to affect them. At the same 
time I think the best thing to do is to 
give them distinctly to understand that 
the United States proposes to do exact- 
ly what it pleases with regard to the 
Philippine Islands. 


"The report that the American wom- 


en and children in Manila were removed 
to the warships when the fighting 
seemed imminent is undoubtedly cor- 
rect. There are about 150 American 
women and children there, and they i 
bad to be taken care of. This step was 
net taken from a fear of people outside 
the city, however, but as a precaution 
against the results of a possible riot in 
the city itself. A riot is liable at any 
time to occnr in the city, instigated by 
Filipino stay at homes' and sympathiz- 
ers and Spanish prisoners. 


"I do not believe it is in any way 


possible, however, for the insurgent 
troopa to menace the city itself. Gen- 
eral Otis has an ample force with which 
to take care of Manila, and I feel confi- 
dent that he will do the right thing. It 
is wise for our government to continue 
sending troops to the islands, as I am 
not sure that we yet have enough sol- 
diers there to pacify the entire country. 
But I have no feara whatever as to the 
safety of Manila itself. 


"I think the present insurrection will 


have one particularly advantageous 
effect. It will, I think, consolidate the 
opinion of the people of the United 
States. They will now realize the true 
condition of affairs in the Philippines 
and insist that this uncertainty come 
to an end. A vigorous policy will he 
forced, and all the people will demand 
that the job be finished up in ehort or- 
der. I wish it distinctly understood 
that nothing that I say is intended to 
in any way reflect upon the president, 
his cabinet or either house of congress. 
I do not know what the policy of onr 
government in this matter is going to 
be, and in what I have said I have ex- 
plained merely my personal opinions." 
—New York Journal.

cerniiig Bud Con Ji Lion of Meat, 


Charges of Hiles and Daly As- 


serted to Ba Groundless. 


•Jger Exercised Proper Diligence and Super- 


vision In Conduct of His Department. 


Washington, Feb. 9.—The Inquiry Into 


the charges against the character of 
the array meats preferred by General 
Miles will follow close upon the pre- 
sentation of the report of the commis- 
sion to investigate the conduct of the 
war. 
Three members will constitute 


the court. 
The late Eagan court-mar- 


tial will be represented in the member- 
ship, but up to this moment no desig- 
nations have been made. 


The probable scope of the inquiry will 


be Into the condition of the army meats 
as deliverefl by the contractors, of 
course involving the determination of 
the question as to whether or not the 
meats were chemically treated. 


The war investigating committee has 


now completed its labors, and its re- 
port will be in the hands of the president 
today. 


The report is a voluminous document 


of 150 printed pages. Each member has 
been provided with a printed copy to re- 
tain, and arrangements have been made 
eo that the president will have as many 
printed copies as he wishes when he 
makes the document oublic. The report 
makes an important feature of the beef 
issue, and dismisses, as a general propo- 
sition, the charges that have been made 
against the beef furnished the army. It 
finds, it Is understood, that most of the 
beef was such as could be properly fur- 
nished as an emergency ration, point ng 
out that the evidence showed itwasnever 
Intended to be anything but an emerg- 
ency ration. It says there were only two 
witnesses who really testified against tha 
beef, General Miles and Major Daly, the 
ch.ef surgeon, who made the report re- 
garded as the most sensational forward- 
ed to the commission by General Mi.es. 
As to the testimony of these two wit- 
nesses the commission, it is understo:d, 
goes on to point out the mass of evidence 
submitted to the contrary as offsetting 
this testimony. As tq such of the canned 
beef as was found to be objectionable 
the commission points out the effect of 
the tropical climate in producing lique- 
faction of the fat in the meat and the 
consequent rendering of the contents un- 
palatable. Most of the beef, though, is 
found to have been satisfactory for 
emergency use, where fresh beef or besf 
on the hoof could not be procured. The 
strictures of General Miles made pub- 
licly on the beef and his public expres- 
sions in other ways, it is understood, are 
subjected to a severe criticism. The 
methods and manner of load ng the 
transports in General Shafter's Cuban 
expedition are also discussed and re- 
spons.bility placed for the results. 


The report finds that the statements of 


chemical treatment 
made by General 


Miles, on the authority of Major Daly, 
are not borne out by the chemical ex- 
perts, who were aJso placed on the star-d. 
It quotes from Major Daly's testimony 
and then takes up the testimony of 
Chemists Clarke of the geological sur- 
vey and Bigelow of the agricultural de- 
partment, who examined analysis of the 
beef submitted, and finds that as a 
chemical expert Major Daly is not sup- 
ported by other chemical authorities, and 
that therefore h!s testimony is regarded 
as nrt worthy of credence. 


There are also said to be pome recom- 


rre"datlons as to organization of cer- 
tain'branches of the army, but it is stated 
the recommendatibns are not rad caJ. 
As to the administration and conduct of 
the war the conclusions of the commis- 
sion are understood to be that everything 
possible was done by the war depart- 
ment in the limited time that it had at 
its command in making its preparations 
for the war. and the report says thai the 
conduct of the war not only worked cut 
in the end successfully, but in such a 
way as to be worthy of great commen- 
dation. 


The report says that the evidence be- 


fore the commission shows that Secre- 
tary Algrer exercised proper diligence 
and supervision, and that his subordi- 
nates also were efficient, experienced 
and faithful 
The commission is a unit 


on Its report and there Is no minority 
report.

It is true, motor vehicles for pleasure, 


traffic and business purposes have been 
somewhat slow of adoption in this coun- 
try. The horse has held his own here 
with remarkable pertinacity, for it has 
been in European cities, and particular- 
ly jn Paris, that the automobile indus- 
try has flourished to the greatest ex- 
tent. The principal reason why Ameri- 
cans have been in no undue haste to 
adopt motor carriages is the fact that 
mechanically these have not hitherto 
been sufficiently developed to render 
them acceptable for general use. The 
motive'power employed in most of them 
has been unsatisfactory because of lack 
of efficiency in some cases and extrava- 
gant expense of operation in others. 
But American brains and American en- 
ergy have been at work on the problem 
for the last few years, with the result 
that the objections referred to have 
been practically removed. 


The general public, as a rule, has not 


the opportunity of seeing the gradual 
and laborious approach to perfection of 
any important mechanical invention 
This same general public is usually as- 
tounded a{ the miraculous appearance 
of some new wonder, while the men 
who have been laboring for years to 
bring about this apparent mechanical 
miracle foresaw the Inevitable long be- 
fore the busy world had thought of such 
a thing. For some time now Jokes have 
been made about the passing of the 
horse, but until the last year or so it 
was never really thought that the pe- 
riod'of equine usefulness had so nearly 
approached its close.

In the thirteenth century the English 


philosopher Roger Bacon wrote in one 
of his works, "They will make carriages 
which will run with the greatest Imag- 
inable swiftness without any harnessed 
beasts whatever." 


The earliest horseless carriage which is 


preserved today is one now on exhibition 
In Paris at the Conservatoire des Artes 
at Metiers. This machine waa invented 
by Cugnot In 17M and was made to op- 
erate by steam, the energy of which 
was applied through two perpendicular 
piston tubes- The principal reason per- 
haps why the French steam automobile 
was not brought to a state of compara- 
tive perfection during the last century 
was the beginning of the revolution. 
The turbulence which accompanied that 
event naturally turned men's minds 
from peaceful and civilizing pursuits ta 
thought* of warfare and the deposing of 


possibilities and prophesying as to its 
future. 


He forecasts that the size of the auto- 


mobile, while not yet greatly differing 
from the ordinary one or two horse

Homing Pigeons, 


The earner pigeon has become recog- 


nized as an important aid in the collec- 
tion of news by evening newspapers in 
the British isles. For newspaper pur- 
poses there is not much advantage In 
flying birds from great distances, and 
they are seldom used for carrying mes- 
sages rarther than 20 or 25 miles. 


Some of the evening papers in the 


British provinces possess birds that are 
noted, some of them having good rec- 
ords.

Famous Landmark* May CoIIapie. 
The Bridge of Sighs in Venice is in 


danger of collapse. 


This structure, famous in prose and 


poetry, may at any time fall and dis- 
appear in the dark waters of the canal 
it spans unless the Italian government 
officials take active steps to secure the 
noted stone arch. 


The Bridge of Sighs connects the 


palace of the doges with the career!, or 
prisons, and the foundations on both 
sides are crumbling. The bridge dates 
from 1597. It is a graceful arch 32 feet 
above the water, inclosed at the sides 
and arched overhead. It contains two 
separate passages, through which per- 
sons were led for trial or judgment.

Simple Experiment on Well.Known 


Brand of Canned Meat. 


Sinct the army talk about "em- 


balmed beef" began to send cool chills 
up and down the spinal column of 
those who bad bad friends in the Cuban 
campaign, the statement baa 
been 


made that all the canned meat that 
was sent out for domestic consumption 
was treated with chemicals, and that 
housekeepers were entitled to those 
same cool chills on their own account. 
As a result a local dealer who handles 
canned meats saya that he has frequent 
Inquiries from customers as to whether 
or not the goods he carries are thus 
treated. 


A Pittsfleld man the other day grew 


curious, and went into the kitchen with 
a 20-cent can of meat purchased from 
a grocery in that city With a simple 
chemical experiment he satisfied him- 
self that he had ben eating "embalmed 
beef" himself all his life time. Here is 
the way he describes the experiment in 
the Eagle of that city: 


The chemists have established the 


fact that salicylic acid is soluble in 
450 parts of water. After dropping a 
'nmute portion of the acid in water and 
allowing it to remain there until dis- 
solved, the placing in the fluid of a 
iittle solution of ferric chloride will 
cause the mixture almost immediately 
'o assume a purple hue. 


The can purchased bore the label of 


>ne of the largest beef packing houses j 
in America. "Were the name of the con- j 
:ern mentioned its standing would at i 
>nce be recognized. Taking one-fourth i 
pound of the meat the ej^perimenter j 
)laced it in one and one-half pints of i 
noiling water and allowed it to cook 
for five minutes. After carefully filter- 
ing the "stew" the test was applied. A 
drop or two of solution 
of feme 


chloride gave the fluid a purplish tint 
of a pronounced character. One fact 
had been demonstrated: The soldiers 
in Cuba are not the only ones who have

themselves 
with 
doctored 


meats. We eat the "stuff" right here 
at home, that is if our tastes lie In 
that direction.
